being looked upon as a great Veitue, to theſe 


Experience, acquired by Labour, and Indu- 
{try, being joyned, Difficulties will the caſier be 
overcome ; a Man may indeed, a long time bear 
Arms, and yet be- ignorant in many things he 
ought materially to know 5 but an Induftrious 


Mind will accomplyh much in a ſhort time. 


There are ſeveral things in the Military Art 
to be conſidered ; and in the firſt place, thoſe 
properly called the Senſes, by which we receive 
Advertiſement, as the Eye and the Ear; and 
in this caſe a ſtri&t Obſervance, and Silence is 
required, that the one and the other may not 


be miſtaken, The Signs uſed in War”, are 
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commonly three, wiz. The Voice, which conveys 
the Word of Command to the Ear. The Trumpet, or 
Drum, which by certain Seunds and Beats, give 
netice to the Cavalry and Infantry, what is to be 
done. And the laſt is, ' The Hand, Colcurs, or 
cther Signs, which inform the Fye 5 and theſe are 
called, 'Vocal, Semi-vecal, and Mute, and theſe 
muſt be perfectly underſtood, or elſe by mi- 
ſtake, or not knowing what to do, a Souldicr 
may rurinto-great Error, eſpecially in Battel, 
loſing himfeli, and being the occaſion of the 
| ofs of othets : But of this more hereatter. 

When 'ic happens that a Regiment has the 


| Word of Command to draw out, then ought 


the Major, or Adjutant, to afſign each Compa- 
ny its proper Poſt ; and this maſt be done by 
placing the eldeſt Company upon the Right, 
and the next on the Lett,and1o in order to the 
youngeſt, who by this means will come into the 
Centre, andevery Company, or Pody of Men 
are to be drawn up inthe beginning ar the ſame 
order they march at, as welbin Rank, as File, 
the ſingle Companies taking nctice to leave fo 
much ' room as the Serjeants and Drums may 
place themſelves in, on the right and lett of each 
Company : Then obſerve,betore you form your 
Batcalions, to draw up from every Company 
the odd Men, forming in Oppoſition, a Rank 
at fifty paces in diſtance from rhe head of each 
Company, that no broken Files may appear ;

the Town or Place poſleſted, or. fuſpetted 
to be poſſeſſed by the Enemy, having, if pol- 
ſible, a Defile in the Front and Rear, or 
ſome other ſecurity, to prevent ſurpriſe ; 
the Scouts ought to be ſent out from one half 
hour to another, and when day appears they 
may venture farther into the Country, and 
if there be no convenient Town, or Place, 
the beſt way, if two or three days March in 
the Enemies Country , 1s to lye ina Wood, 
when it has been well ſearched, to prevent 
an Ambuſh; nor muſt an Officer ſuffer his 
Men to ſtraggle, though he be near a Friendly 
Town ; for it may fo fall out that a Party 
may lye hid, who may fall upon him and rout 
him, though a leſſer number ; for there it is 
the Enemy moſt commonly lays Ambuſcades, 
thinking, as it often happens, that by a Con- 
fidence of Security they ſhall find Mcn negli- 
gent, and diſordered.

quently is attended with fome | varia- 
tion ; yet to give the young Souldiers' an in- 
ſight in theſe Aﬀairs will not be unneceſſary, 
as to What has been lately practiſed:'” 

When an Army,” or any great Body is to 
Encamp, it is uſually diſpoſed imLines with 
a. Reſerve, concluding the ground” at the 
ſame time to be convenient for 'the 10 recei- 
ving them; and if' the Lines are but two, 
there/ought tobe 460-paces diſtance between 
themiat a'yard, the Pace and the ro—_ 
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of Horſe have for every one, five and thirty 
paces of ground allowed, and the like ſpace 
between the one and the other, that ſo with- 
out diſorder, they may march out if there be 
any occaſion to Engage. 

As for the Infantry, if they Incamp fix 
deep they muſt have 8 paces at three Foot, 
the pace allowed, or more .if the Scituation 
of the ground require it, and between the 
Squadrons of Horle and Battalions of Foot, 
the Line muſt be forty or fifty paces diſtant. 
The Artillery ought to be placed upon the 
firſt Line of Infantry at ſuch Advantage as 
may beſt annoy the WR it they come to 
make any Attack. 

The. Baggage. and Ammunition take their 
place hetween the ſecond Line, and the Body 
of the: Reſerve. on. the., right Hand, and the. 
Proviſions on: the..Lefr, or near the Tent gf 
the Commiſſary General of Proviſions. | 

The Quarter-Maſter, and Serjeants, as well 
Horle as Foot, are to pitch their Tents in the 
Front, or Head of their Squadrons, | or Batta- 
lions, and the other Officers Tents behind ;

Remarks wpon the Encamping of Horſe. 


F Encamping a Troop, if it conſiſt of a 
Hundred Men, they ought to have ſeventy 
Foot in Front allowed them, and two hundred 
in depth, -eight Foot in. breadth, and twelve 
in depth muſt be acconnted to two Horſe: 
men, to make their Hutts, or Barques, and 


the Men and Horſes are to be Lodged in two 
EO: Ranks, 
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Ranks, the Horſes Heads ſtanding towards the 
Hutts of their Owners; yet, berween the 
Hutts and Stables there ought to be an Interval 
of eight Foot : The Captain's Tent to be ar 
the Head of the Barques of his "Troop, pol- 
ſefing the whole Front, and between the 
Lodging of the Captain and the 'Troop, there 
mult be the fpace of twenty Foot, a Lane of 
ten Foot mult be likewiſe between the Stables, 
that the Horſes may be brought out without 
incumbering each other, and behind the 
Troop, the Sutlers onght to place themſelves 
at about twenty Foot diſtance ; and if any 
conſiderable number of "Troops Encamp to- 
gether, then twenty Foot diftance is allowed 
between Troop and 'Troop, or more, as the 
commodiouſneſs of the Ground will allow.

Collonels, * Field-Offcers, 
and Staff-Officers Tents, ought to be in the 
Centre of. the Battalion behind the Captains 
Tents, and the Pikes to be at 18 Foot diſtance 
from the Hutts ; the Muskets to itand the like 
diſtance, and the Drums- and Colours to be 
placed within the hollow of the Pikes.

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The Governour, above others, is obliged in 
this caſe, to have a care of the place, and ſee 
that there be no wrong done to the Inhabitants; 
and furthermore, he 1s to appoint the Guard 
Rounds, and Patrolls ; to give the Word each 
Evening; viſit the Poſts ; keep the Officers and 
Soldiers in juch Order, that their Duty be per- 
formed : obſerving, that frequent Parties go a- 
broad to ger. Intelligence, and thereby pre- 
vent ſurprize ; and in the Governour's Ab- 
ſence, the Licutenanr-Governour has:the ſame 
Charge upon him, and commands with the 
like Authority. 

The': Major's Care is to ſee the Guards 
mounted, the Poſts and Rounds atitgned, he 
orders the Centinels, and goes every Evening 
to receive the, Word from the Governour, gi- 
ving it about to the Quarter-Maſter and Ser- 
jeants upon the place !of Arms, and- likewiſe 
goes his Rounds; the Mayor alſo viſits the 
Corps of Guards, and obſerves that the Sol- 
diers Arms are well placed, and in good Or- 
der, ordering the neceflary Ammunition to be 
dittribured amongttthem, he takes care of the 
Gates, being ſhut and opened, and is account- 
able to the Governour of what pailes , and 
gives him a relation thereof ; the Othcers that 
are in Garriſon, are to be obedient to the Go- 
vernour, 'or Commander in Chiet, and not to 
ftir thence, without Leave in Writing. 

The Captains/ot the Gates are to go Morn- 


Ng 
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ing and Evening to the Governour's Houſe to 
receive the Keys, that they may open and 
ſhut them z and trequently-there is in the Gar- 
riton, it it be in a Frontier-T own, more e- 
ſpecially, a Commillary of the Artillery, or 
Store-keeper, whoſe careit is to keep a Recko- 
ning of the Ammunition, and to diſtribute it 
according to the Governour's Order, and al- 
ways one Gunner is to be, upon the Guard, at 
the Batceries. There ought to be likewile a 
Commiilary of the Proviſions, and if there be 
any ſuſpicion of an Enemy, ſome of the Ga- 
rifon ought always to be at the Gate, to ob- 
Herve Strangers that go in and out, and the 
Centinels are to ſuffer no Carts, or Waggons 
to ſtand, or ftop upon 'the Bridge, or under 
the Gate, and the Inn-keepers , and others, 
muſt give an Account to the Major ery 
Night, what Strangers they Lodge. 

As for the exact. time of mounting the 
Guards it cannot be ſet down, by reaſon many 
vary, being ſet ſooner, and others. later, as 
pleaſes the.

Owder, a fatal inſtrument of Death, and ' 

almoſt of incredible Force, was firſt found | 
by one Bartholdus Swart a Monk, by a ſpark 
of Fire, accidentally falling —— lome of 
his Chymical Preparations, - but ſince, as to its 
Force, has been much improved ; it 1s made 
of the Quinteflence of Salt-peter, Brimſtone, 
and Coal-Duſt, by grinding and other means ;

Hew to Charge a Mine, blow up a Houſe, 
to prevent the Progreſs of Fire, or a 
Ship that is Sunk. 


I. Mines are various, ſome already advan- 
tagious by Vaules, others muft be 


\carried on under Ground, great difficulties 


being met withal, at Rocks, or Springs of Wa- 
ter, however the Mine being made, if there 
be any conſiderable quantity of Water, the 
Mines, for dryneis of the Powder, ought to be 
Charged with Barrels of Powder, whereas 
thoſe that are drier may be Charged with, - 
Bags or Sacks, the. Train laid by Match, and 
ſix Inches of good Match will burn an hour, 
but for quick Execution, a Train may be laid 
into ſome Trench through Cain Troughs or 
upon Boards, and great Care muſt be taken 
that it be ſo Charged, that it retund not, or 
burſt out upon thoſe that ſpring it.

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How to.-make, or Order a Granadp. 


"A Granado is firſt properly called ſo, in 
relation to its Shell, for the Shell to 
contain the matter are caſt with hollow. Ca- 
veties, and a ſmall vent frequently of Iron, 
but ſometimes Braſs, Copper , Glaſs, . and 
Earth ; theſe, if. deſigned to blow up, or beat 
down , are ufally filled with dry Powder, 
and an Iron hollowed or Piſtol Barrel ram- 
med with Wild-fire made of Brimftone- 
Flower., . Duſt of Powder, Salt-peter , and 
tof Petrolum, drove into the Vent of the 
, filledShell to an Inch; when the Mortar being 
harged, the Granado muſt be ſlung'in with 
Ropes put in the Hooks of the Shell if it be 
very great ; then having taken your Aim, you 
maſt, ' a minate before you give Fire,” Fire the 
Fuzee, then by Fireing the Morear, fend it a- 
way to the place deſigned ; and of ſich dead- 
ly force is this Engine of Miſchief, "that fal- 
ling upon a Caſtle, Church , or Houle, it 
breaks through to the lowermoſt Floar, beat- 
ing down all beforeit, and then blows up and 
rends 1n a terrible manner, the Shell break- 
ng in a thouſand peices.

T Ake ftrong Canvas and role it upon'a'Ball 

of Wood, then.dapple it over with warm 
Glew, or Pitch, and fo put on another laying 
of Canvas, ' and continue fo to do, till it is.4- 
bout an Inch and a half thick, ſtill pitching, or 
glewing it, then bind it over with ſmall pitch» 
ed Cord, leaving much ſo much ſpace as you 
may cut it.in two, to rake it off the Ball, then- 
clap over another Coat, to bind the halves t0- 
gether ; when you have filled them with Brint- 
ſtone, Pitch, Tow, Roſin, and ſuch Ike com» 
buſtible matter, placing as much dry.Powder as 
will fire and break it ; this done,put in a Fuzee, 
as in the other Granado, and ſend it ont. of a 
Mortar , and it will beat down, and fire in a

The deſtroying Engine'is held to be the late 
invention © of _ a+ Spaniſh Enginier, ' and was 
uſed with great ſucces at the famous Siege ;of 
Buda,; and. Belgrade, not long ſince taken trom 
the Turks ; the Caſe is ſomewhat oblong, made 
of Leather, Paſteboard, and Canvas, bound a- 
- botit' with ſmall Tron Hoops, or _ ewilt- 

Wyre, and is filled with Turpentine, Salt-pe- 
ter, Wild-fire, Brimſtone, Flax dipped in Lin- 
ſeed Oyl, and Far, with a futticient quantity 
ot>Powder. to fire: and break it : 'This:being; 
ſent into the Air, comes down with horrible 
blazing; like - a ſheet of Flame ſcattering” its 
Fire a vaſt diſtance, ſo that many Houlss are 
fired / at - onee, and -many 'times great .Stanes 
are boutid .up in it, which falling, deſtroy 
thoſe that are under them, 


' To make Trees, or Fountains of Fire, er golden 
Ram appear m the Air, 


Take as many ſmall Serpents as you cah place 
on the head of a great,Rocket, in an upper 


Caſe that.niuſt ;go over it, and if they go oft 


before the Rocket comes to its height, they will 
{ſprihg up like branches of Trees of Fire, but if 
upon its declenſjon, then like Fountains or 
Streams of Fire, golden Rain, &«.
